These groups recognize that American Jewry is exploiting the voting power of the Black 
man while simultaneously using the Negro, as cheap labor in his sweat shops and as tenants 
for his filthy, rat-infested tenements in Harlem and- Chicago. Black and Puerto Rican, nation- 
alists demand a geographical separation of the races and as a result they have been politi- 
cally branded by the Jews as "Black Nazis", or stooges of the Cqmmunist^. The fact is that 
Jewry's colored stooges in the NAACP, CORE, and the Urban League have never recruited more 
than- 450,000 .Negroes out of a total population of Twenty Million Blacks despite the full 
support of radio, press, and television for their nefarious race-mixing program. Black 
Nationalism is sweeping ahead without the slightest aid from Jewish elements hence the smear 
campaign against these colored patriots. 

To regain their dwindling prestige as the foremost champions of civil rights American 
Jewry ordered their NAACP organization to groom a 29 year old Negro veteran, James Meredith, 
as an applicant for entry into the University of Mississippi. Jack Greenberg, top legal 
consultant for the NAACP, admitted on the Barry Gray show on Radio Station WMCA THAT JAMES 
MEREDITH HAD ASKED HELP FROM HIS ORGANIZATION IN ADVANCE AND THAT THE NAACP HAD SPENT $37,000 
THUS FAR IN FORCING MEREDITH INTO THE UNIVERSITY, Greenberg openly admitted that the NAACP 
had both helped and financed Meredith's activities which led to the death of two men and the 
injuring of hundreds. Greenberg also represented Meredith in his enrollment at the 
Mississippi college. _ _ _ _ ^ - 

The deliberate attempt by this Jewish-sponsored group to. attract publicity for their 
nefarious cause led to one of America's worst race riots, the invasion of Mississippi by 
25,000 American troops and 400 Federal Marshals (many of them being Jewish bully boys) led 
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by two Jewish commissars from Bobby Kennedy's Dept. of Justice; namely, Deputy Attorney- 
General Nicholas Katzenbach and Richard Guthman. Because Major General Edwin Walker, being 
a normal White Gentile, later denounced his own part in leading the Federal invasion of 
Little Rock, Arkansas, some five years earlier, THE COMMAND OF U.S. MILITARY FORCES IN- 
VADING MISSISSIPPI WAS PLACED IN THE HANDS OF A JEWISH COMMANDER, MAJOR GENERAL CREIGHTON 
ABRAMSl The now retired. Major General Edwin Walker, to make up for his error in serving 
Jewish tyranny at Little Rock, fought by the side of heroic, unarmed White students on the 
college campus. He was later arrested and remains under indictment on charges of * fomenting 
civil insurrection against the Federal Government pending a mental test by a Jewish psychia- 
trist named Overhplser. A tremendous cost will be levied upon the already overburdened 
American taxpayer as the price of maintaining this huge military force (over 4 times the 
strength of American forces in Berlin) in Oxford, Mississippi. All this, plus the cost of 
two hirnian lives, to keep one professional agitator on a university campus. 

The brutal- actions undertaken by the Federal Marshals, under the. control of Katzenbach 
and Guthman, has been described as follows in. a pamphlet entitled; "OXFORD, A WARNING TO 
ALL AMERICANS", published by the Mississippi State Junior Chambe- of Commerce: 

"Despite reports to the contrary, the conduct of the Federal Marshals during the tragic 
events at Oxford was not something of which Americans can be. proud. In fact, their conduct 
was reprehensible I Their inexperience was confirmed by President Kennedy at a meeting of 
Democratic Congressional leaders as reported by the nationally sjmdicat'ed "Allen-Scott 
Report" when the President was said to have stated. .,." the U.S. Marshals were inexperienced 
and blundered in their use of tear gas. It was a very sad day. 

^ After the battle began the night of September 30th the marshals went on a rampage 
firing tear gas projectiles at close range into students and even into the back of the head 
of a Mississippi Highway Safety Patrolman knocking him unconscious. The marshals actually 
invaded the dormitories, firing tear gas projectiles. Because of the unnecessary use of 
tear gas by the marshals, the campus was thick with gas for several days. Some of the class 
rooms could not be used for days... The treatment of "prisoners", many of whom did not par- 
ticipate in the battle, was shocking. Many of the prisoners were 15 and' 16 year 9ld boys, 
several were students, many; were outsiders, and a few were elderly men. ' The night of Sept- 
ember 30th and the next day were hours of unbelievable terror for those prisoners, some of 
whom had nothing to do with the riot. THE MARSHALS ADMINISTERED BEATINGS WITH NIGHTSTOCKS, 
KNOCKING A FEW ALMOST INTO A STATE OF UNCONSCIOUSNESS, A storeroom with no windows located 
in the Lyceum Building was converted into a virtual dungeon. Ordinarily, about 15 persons 
could have gotten into that room, and the marshals had packed it with almost 100 "prisoners" 
The "prisoners" were neither fed" nor given water for many long hours. With tear gas still 
in the.ar,' the area was hardly bearable. >Iany of the boys had dried blood on their clothes 
and faces. A television newsman told at a .press conference of the cruel treatment the 
"prisoners" received from the marshals in the Lyceum Building." 

The Jewish agitators, with their handful of Negro dupes, who were responsible for 
setting the stage in this monstrous affair were completely unsuccessful in capturing the 
support of the colored masses in the United States. Rather than gaining acceptance by the 
White people of the South, this terrible riot caused untold thousands of Negroes to flee 
their homes and farms in the South and pour into Northern cities where they were promptly 
entered on the welfare aid relief rolls thus becoming an unnecessary burden to the White 
taxpayers in these areas. Instead of creating brotherly love, the OXFORD INCIDENT had 
stirred up a hornet's nest of hatred. Support for the Jew began to dwindle, even among 
the Negro membership of the NAACP. We quote, from an article entitled, "INSIDE REPORT"*, by 
Shepard Draxin, in "THE JEWISH PRESS" of 11/2/62: 

"A rift between the NAACP and several Jewish organizations is being" regarded by civil 
libertarians as an embarrassing and difficult problem. Insiders knew fpr a long time that 
a rift was inevitable due to several hot issues. Firstly, many Jewish leaders feel that the 
, NAACP, America's largest Negro civil liberties organization lagged in its response to the 
Muslim movement which has been accused of promoting anti-Semitism among Negroes in the U.S. 
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'Gn several occasions, when open and vicious antirSemitic near-riots took place in Harlem, 
NAACP officials were asked to come down and talk to the poster-carrying Negroes but they 
refused to do so. The. recent investigation of racial discrimination, in the INTERNATIONAL 
LADIES GARMENT WORKEEIS UNION, a predominantly Jewish union, brought the already hot tempers- 
to a broil. Charles Zimmerman, a vice president of the garment union, resigned as board 
member of the NAACP Legal Defense and Educational Fund. The National Trade. Union Coxincil 
for Human Rights of the JEWISH LABOR COMMITTEE wrote a letter to Mr.. Wilkins (Roy Wilkins, 
a Negro leader of the NAACP) demanding that Mr. Hill of the NAACP be repudiated' for his 
"irresponsible" attacks. These "irresponsible" attacks have, been branded by Mr. Zimmerman 
as anti-Semitic attacks. It was learned later that Mr. Hill (Herbert Hill, Chief Labor 
Council for the NAACP) who had so irked -the Jewish leaders is himself a Jew. ONE THING 
IS CERTAIN MJ) CLEM IN THIS CONTROVERSY. MANY JEWISH FELLOWS, WHO^ HAVE' CONTRIBUTED HEAVILY 
TO THE NEGRO ORGANIZATION WILL BE WONDERING WHETHER, THEY ARE GETTING A FAIR DEAL IN RETURN. 
BIGOTRY IS COLORLESS, NEGROES TOO CAN BE HATEFUL." 

The above quoted statements from "THE JEWISH PRESS" should clearly drive, home to 
Negroes the fact that American Jewry has never practiced what it has preached,. The Negro 
and Puerto Rican 'people have been used as a battering ram to break domi. the moral and' 
cultural standards' of the White race BUT JEWS HAVE MERELY SOUGHT TO CREATE A PUPPET ARMY 
OUT OF THESE UNFORTUNATE PEOPLE TO ACT AS A BUFFER AGAINST RETRIBUTION FROM AN AROUSED 
WHITE POPULATION. 'Negroes aire expected to fight anti-Semitism among both Whites and Blacks 
in return for which the Jews promise them total integration with the White community. MEAN- 
WHILE THE JEWS CONTINUE TO VICOUSLY EXPLOIT THE PEOPLE OF BOTH RACES WHILE SIMULTANEOUSLY 
CREATING FRICTION AND HATRED THROUGH INCIDENTS SUCH AS THOSE IN LITTLE ROCK, ARKANSAS AND 
OXFORD, MISSISSIPPI, It is perfectly fine to allow their puppet NAACP to file legal suits 
against White hotels, resorts*, and labor unions BUT GOD HELD THE MISGUIDED NEGRO WHO DARES- 
TO POINT OUT DISCRIMINATION WHEN IT IS PRACTICED BY JEWISH GROUPS. For example, how many 
Negroes or Puerto Ricans are employed by the B'nai B'rith, the Jewish labor Committee, or 
at Jewish summer resorts? If White. Christian groups such as the Young Mens Christian Assoc- 
iation or the New York Athletic Club sought to bar Jews or Negroes, groups like the NAACP- 
would be allowed to snap, at their heels immediately. American Negr9es will never solve 
their problems by permitting themselves to be used by the organized^ Jewish community against 
the White race. They will only create increased misfortune/ for themselves by aiding this 
enemy of all Gentile people: NEGROES SHOULD REMEMBER WHO OWNS THE'. FILTHY TENEMENTS IN WHICH 
THEY LIVE, THE LIQUOR STORES IN WHICH THEY SEEK FORGETFULNESS, THE HOCK SHOPS IN WHICH THEY 
PAWN' THEIR PITIFUL BELONGINGS,- AND THE SWEAT SHOPS IN WHICH THEY TOIL UNDER SUB-HUMAN WORK- 
ING CONDITIONS, NEGROES MUST REALIZE THAT BLACK NATIONALISM WHICH ADVOCATES GEOGRAPHICAL 
SEPARATION OF THE RACES IS THE ONLY REMEDY WHICH OFFERS HIM THE DIGNITY OF COMPLETE FREEDOM 
FROM RAPACIOUS ECONOMIC EXPLOITATION. He cannot assimilate with the White face unless, he 
wishes total loss of 'his ;own racial identity and mongrelized races lose all potential for 
cultural progress. Assimilation will lead to the ultimate .destruction of both races WHICH 
IS WHY ALL JEWISH PUBLICATIONS AND ORGANIZATIONS EXHORT THEIR CO-RACIALS NEVER TO INTER- 
MARRY WITH NON- JEWS.. Race is the key to history for those who understand the laws of Nature 
which supercede the laws of man. .

Detective ULASEV/ICZ further advised that although 
•LUKE^ DOMMER has no official title as an officer of the NP, 
he in actuality controls the activities of the NP. 

Detective ULASEV/iCZ stated that even though activities 
of the- NP consist of anti-communist demonstrations, members 
of the NP have in the past exhibited anti- Semitic sympathies, 
and stated that LUIGS DOMMER mentioned above attended a meeting 
^of the Fightings American Nationalists (PAN) which v/as held in 
New York City on December 4, i960. 

On August 2, 1962, a confidential source advised 
that the NP activities are openly anti-commxmist. Hov/ever, 
this source stated, members of the NP have strong anti- 
semitic sjrmpathies which they do not reveal openly since 
they feel disclosure .of such sympathies v/ould lose many 
supporters for the NP. 

The above source further advised that the NP 
continues to join v;ith^ other organisations in anti-communist 
demonstrations thereby giving the impression of having a 
greater membership than it actually has.

A source advised on February 27, 1959, that 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL of Arlington, Virginia, had held 
an organizational meeting of the V/orld Union of Free 
Enterprise National Socialists (WUFENS) at his residence 
on February 26, 1959. . 

Six persons v;ere present and they, according to 
the source, comprised the beginning of an officer corps of 
the organization. ROCKWELL told those present that the 
V/UFENS vjould be an international movement, but that the 
section of the organization in the United States would be 
knovm as the American- Party of the V/UFENS . 

ROCKV-ffiLL, on March 26, 1959, furnished to Special 
Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, a copy of 
the program of the WUFENS, stating that he extaects to 
become the President of the United States through the 
organization's platform. The main tenets of the WUFENS, 
as reflected in the program, call for the migration of 
Negroes to Africa and the trial and execution of all Jevis 
guilty of Communist and Zionist treason. 

A second source advj-sed on August 15, 1962, that the 
main activity of the organization in furtherance of these 
objectives, has consisted of picket ings with anti- Jewish 
and anti-Negro placards; tallcs by ROCKWELL attacking Jews 
as traitors to the United States; attempts by ROCKI'/ELL to 
forin Nazi groups in various cities in the United States;

A booklet published by the NRP, entitled "SE

According to the 
article, the party was formed at a recently held meeting 
in Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many klansmen were 
represented. The UWP was reported as being opposed to 
all "race mixing organizations and individuals." 

The July, 1958 issue of "The Thunderbolt", self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of 
the National States Rights Party" (NSRP) reported that 
rank and file "States Righters" had merged with the UV/P 
under "the banner of the National States Rights Party," 
with national offices at Post Office Box 26l, Jeff ersonville, 
Indiana.

LUKE DOMMER has no official title as an officer of. the NP, 
he in actuality controls the activities of the NP. -. 

Detective ULASEV;iCZ stated that even though activities 
of the NP consist of anti-communist demonstrations, members 
of the NP have in the past exhibited anti- Semitic syi^pathies, 
and stated that LUKE DOMI^dER mentioned above attended a meeting 
of the Fighting American Nationalists (FAN) which v/as held in 
New York City on December k, i960.

On May 9, 1962, a source stated that, the 
National Renaissance Party (NRP) is an anti-Semlti6, 
anti-Christian, anti-Negro and neo-Pascist organization, 
with activities generally confined to the New York 
City area. It was founded in 1949 by James H. Madole, 
who is in complete control of the Party. The Party's 
main function is distribution of the "National 
Renaissance Bulletin" on a bi-monthly basis and

H. Madole and his followers "nonsense" and" stated that black 
nationalists will testify at Madole. 's trial to show that 
segregationists are not- un -American, 

It is noted that 8 individuals associated with 
the NRP were arrested by the New York City Police Department 
on July 14, 1963, and were subsequently indicrted- by the 
Bronx County Grand Jury on charges of advocating criminal 
anarchy, attempted riot, violation of Public Law I897 
(carrying firearms), and subdivisions of Public Law 3 and 
8 (carrying weapons. )

AMERICAN NAZI PARTY OP THE WORLD 
UNION OP PREE ENTERPRISE NATIONAL 
SOCIALISTS, ALSO KNOIv'N AS THE 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKlffiLL PARTY 

In his book "This Time The V/orld," copyrighted in 
1961, GSORG-E LINCOLN ROCKVffiLL identified himself as Commander, 
American Nazi Party of the V/orld Union of Free Enterprise 
National Socialists (ANP - WUPENS), Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963, issue of "The Richmond News 
Leaders, a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported 
that GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKIVELL had, on the previous day, again 
applied for the American Nazi Party to be chartered in the 
State of Virginia, but this request v;as turned down by the 
Virginia State Corporation Co:nmission. This action was taken 
pursuant to an act of the IS62 Virginia Assembly which 
prohibits the use of "Nasi" or "National Socialism" in a 
Virginia charter. This article further pointed out that 
ROCKVffiLL'S party is presently chartered in the State of 
Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 19, 1963, a source advised that the ANP - 
V/UPENS was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCICV/'BLL at his 
residence in Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, 
as an international "National Socialist" movement based 
on the German Nazi Party headed by ADOLF HITLER. He 
added that ROCKVffiLL is the dominant force and personality 
in this party; that he is espousing a "line" of hatred against 
the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, through speeches, 
distribution of literature and picketing, to establish a 
cohesive and dominant political party in the United States 
and in foreign countries. 

On December 13, 1963, this source advised that in 
about September, i960, the ANP initiated the Fighting American 
Nationalists (FAN) as a front group i'or the ANP, although it 
has never befen a separate organization. He said the PAN name 
is merely used on occasion instead of the ANP name and there 
are no separate officials for PAN, the PAN officials being 
identical with the ANP officials. He stated that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKlffiLL has informed him the PAN name was originally 
used as a device to attract supoorters to his organization 
who might rebel at the use of the Swastika and at beine 
labeled as a Nazi.

In his book "This Time the World," copyrighted in 
1961, George Lincoln Rockwell identified himself as Commander, 
American Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise 
National Socialists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. 

The April A, 1963 issue of "The Richmond News 
Leader," a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that 
George Lincoln Rockwell had, on the previous day, again applied 
for the American Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of 
Virginia, but this request was turned down by the Virginia 
State Corporation Commission. This action was taken pursuant 
to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly which prohibits the 
use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a Virginia charter. 
This article further pointed out that Rockwell's party is 
presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George 
Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 19, 1963, a source advised that the ANP - 
WUFENS was organized by George Lincoln Rockwell at his residence 
in Arlington, Virginia on February 26, 1959 as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based oh the German Nazi Party 
headed by Adolf Hitler. He added that Rockwell is the dominant 
force and personality in this party; that he is espousing, a 
"line" of hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is 
seeking, through speeches, distribution of literature, and 
picketing, to establish a cohesive and dominant political party 
in the United States and in foreign countries .

In his book "Thig Time the World," copyrighted in 
1961, George Lincoln Rockwa 11 identified himself as Commander, 
American Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterpriea 
National Socialists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. 

. The April 4, 1963 issued of "Tha Richmond News 
Leader, " a Richmond, Virginia daily ivswepaper, reported that 
George Lincoln Rockwell had., on the previous day, again applied 
for the American Nazi Party to be chartered in the. State of 
Virginia, but thia request was turned down by the Virginia 
State Corporation Gommissian, This action was taken pursuant 
to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly which pohibits the 
use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a Virginia charter. 
This article, further pointed out tha;t Rockwell's party is 
presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George 
Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 19, 1963, a source advised that the ANP - 
WUFENS was 'orgariijjsd by George Lincoln Eockvell at his residence 
in Arlington, Virginia en February 26, ,1959 as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party

In his book "This Time The V/orld," copyrighted in 
1961, GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL identified himself as Comroander, 
American Nazi Party of the World Union, of Free Enterprise 
National Socialists (ANP - WUPENS), Arlington, Virginia. 

The April" 4, I963, issue of "The Richmond Nev;s 
Leaders," a Richmond, Virginia, daily nev/spaper, reported 
that GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKVJELL had, on the previous day, again 
applied for' the American Nazi Party to be chartered in the 
State of Virginia, but this request v;as turned dovm by the 
Virginia State Corporation Commission. This action was taken 
pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly which 
prohibits the use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a 
Virginia charter. This article further pointed out that 
ROCKWELL'S party is presently chartered in the State of 
Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 19, 1963, a source advised that the ANP -

who were not members of the Communist Party, United States 
of Atnerica (CPUSA)* The source stated that the basic 
putTpose was to raise funds for "The Worker" and increase 
the circulation of that publication. Persons not members* 
of the CPUSA couid be members of the new club, but leader- 
ship in the club v^as limited to members of the CPUSA. 
The name of the CPCEB was later changed to "Greater City 
Press Club". (GCPC) which club* became the successor of the

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NATIONAL REMftlSSANCE PARTY 

On July 16, 1963^ a source stated that the National 
Renaissance Party (NRP) is an anti-semltic> anti-Christian, 
anti-Negro> and neo-Eascist organization, with activities 
generally confined to the New York City area. It was founded 
in 19^9, by JAMES H, MADOLE, who is in complete control of 
the party. The party *s main ftmction is distribution of the 
National Renaissance Bulletin on a bi-monthly basis and 
distribution of pro-Arab literature obtained from official 
Arab establishments in New York City, 

The source further stated that the headquarters 
for the NRP is located in the residence of ^JAMES H. MADOLE 
at 10 West 90th Street, New York City. 

The Un-American Activities Committee of the United 
States House of Representatives in a Preliminary Report 
dated December 17, 195^> stated NRP activities and 
propaganda are clearly subversive and un-American,
